organized under the laws of the state of New 
York in January of 1917. It is essentially a 
financing and holding company and owns-a 
majority of the stock of a number of important 
firms interested in the Orient, among them being 
the Pacific Commercial Company of Manila; 
Andersen, Meyer and Company of China; 
Hartmann Bros., Inc., of Boston; the Inter- 


national Vegetable Oil Company of New York 


and the Philippine Islands; and the American 
Machine and Manufacturing Company of 
Atlanta, Ga. Thepresident of the Development 
Corporation is Mr. Edward B. Bruce and the 
Chairman of the Board of Directors is Mr. 
Galen L. Stone. Mr. Bruce has had many 
years of successful. business experience in the 
Philippine Islands and Mr. Stone is at the head 
of Hayden, Stone and Company of Boston, one 
of the four largest financia] houses of the United © 
States. The directorate of the Development 
Corporation includes the names of several of the 


leading financiers and businss men of America. 


Under the terms of the loan to China that has just 
been negotiated, G. $5,500,000 will be used to 
liquidate a loan made by the Continental and 
Commercial National Bank of Chicago which was 
made in1916. Theagreementis said to provide 
for the advance to China of G.$1,000,000 a week 
up to $10,000,000 after which further advances 
up to the total of $30,000,000 are to be subject | 
to future negotiations. The money will be used 

by the Chinese government for the reorganization 
of the wine and tobacco administration, to pay 
up the arrears of the Chinese military forces 
with a view to their eventual discharge, for 
arrears due the police, legation staffs abroad, 
department of education and justice, for 
pensions to the erstwhile imperial Manchus and 
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short maturities to the Chinese banks. It was 
originally intended that the loan was to come 
from the Continental and Commercial Bank of 
Chicago, but because of some hitch in the 
negotiations, the Pacific Development Corpora- 
tion stepped into the breach and took over the 
enterprise. 


— security for the loan is the entire 

revenue of the tobacco and wine adminis- 
tration, which is to be reorganized with the 
assistance of Americans. Mr. C.L.L. Williams, 
ason of Dr. E. T. Williams, formerly Chinese 
Secretary at the American legation at Peking, 
has just been appointed American associate in- 
spector of the wine and tobacco administration 
by the Chinese government. Mr. Williams, 
prior to his appointment, was Second-Secretary 


of the American legation at Peking. He has.

acquaintance with Chinese officialdom and speaks

. Bruce, president o 


the Pacific Development 

Corporation issued the following statement 

regarding the non-political character of the loan : 
| “ The recent loan made by the Pacific 
Develapment Corporation to China has 
absolutely no political significance. The 
action was taken by the Pacific Develop- 
‘ment Corporation unexpectedly and with 
the friendliest possible attitude toward China. 
The Chinese government offered as security 
to this loan the surplus revenues of the 
Wine and Tobacco Administration and pro- 
posed the appointment of an American to — 
assist in the reorganization of this Ad- 
ministration. The loan was made entirely 
by the Pacific Development Corporation and 
no one else has any interest in it. Our 
sole interest in the revenues of the Wine 
and Tobacco Administration is as security 
to the loan, and in the hope that we may 
assist the Chinese in the reorganization of 
the Administration in a way which will 
enable it to improve the credit and resources 
of China. Neither we nor any of our as- 
sociated companies have the slightest interest 
in a monopoly of the wine and tobacco 
business or any thought of becoming in- 
terested in it and any suggestion that we 
have considered or wish to secure any 
monopoly of this industry is an absolute 
fabrication, the product of the imagination 
of some evil wisher.” | 


ESSRS. Bruce and Stone in association 

with Messrs. Chas. H. Wiggin of the 
Chase National Bank of New York and Hsu 
En Yuen of Peking were also instrumental in 
the organization of the Chinese-American 
Industrial Bank which was discussed previous- 
ly in the Revisw. There is of course no 
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connection between the bank and the wine 
and tobacco loan. In the same interview referred 
to above, Mr. Bruce had the following to say 
regarding the new banking institution : 

“ The Pacific Development Corporation 
has back of it nearly twenty years of work 
in building up American trade with the 
Orient. The primary objects of the Cor- 
poration are to develop commerce between 
the two countries mm to co-operate with 

_ the Chinese in building up the prosperity, 
commerce and industry of China. 


“ As sound step in this direction, we 
have in association with Messrs. Hayden, 
Stone & Co., and the Chase National Bank, 
subscribed for the American half of the 
se of the Chinese-American bank. 
The Chinese subscribers to the other half 
of the capital of the bank are nta- 
tives of all sections and opinions in China 
and we hope and believe that this bank 
marks the beginning of a new era in the 
relations between the Chinese and America. 

It is our firm conviction that the time has 
passed when the foreigner can expect to 
succeed in any large way in China without 
taking into consideration the wishes and 
aspirations of the Chinese people and any 
success which we may have in connection 
with the bank will be shared fully and 

equally with our Chinese associates. | 


“Mr. Thomas has been elected the 
American Vice-President of the Bank by 
the unanimous vote of both the Chinese 
and American stockholders and we deem 
ourselves particularly fortunate in having 
secured his services to assist in the 
organization of the bank. Mr. Thomas 
stands as the dean of American business 
men in China and it was only his belief in 
the opportunity which this bank offers for 
service to China and for the strengthening 
of Chinese-American relationships, that in- 
duced him to come out of his retirement 
and undertake the arduous duties of organiz- 
ing this enterprise. Mr. Thomas joins 

_ the bank in a purely individual capacity and 
the British-American Tobacco Company 
has absolutely no interest in the bank. 

to the 1919 budget of the 

Chinese government which was submitted 

to the Peking parents the revenues from 

the wine and tobacco administration amounted 
to a total of $30,517,853. If this important 
revenue reaches this figure without modern 
administration, it doesn’t require much imagina- 
tion to estimate its possibilities under a ma. oa 
honest and efficient control. Few question but 
that this government revenue under efficient 
administration will bring in more money to 
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the Central government than either the Salt 
Administration or the Customs, recent figures 
for these latter departments being as follows: 
Customs, 1919, $72,000,000; salt, 1918 $80,- 
000,000. In commienting on this element and 
the feature of an American interest in its 
administration the Peking Leader, a Chinese 
newspaper published at the capital in its issue of 
17 had the following to say : 

‘In borrowing from the Pacific Development 
Company, China has approached the right party, as 
the lattes are leading American financiers, who are 
bound to regulate and supervise the disposal of the 
money loaned. In fact, they will see that every cent is 

t economically and for the benefit of China in 
general and the Wine and Tobacco Bureau in particular. 
China has had very few loans from the United States. 
It would therefore be very appropriate if she should, 
in time of need, borrow from a sister Republic, which 
has helped her against tve powers by making 
reservations in the Versailles Treaty in reference to 
Shantung. A friend in need is a friend indeed. America 
is glad to assist and cooperate with China, which, in 
turn, appreciates the former's assistance greatly. If 
China should borrow from a lender, who will, instead of 
Supervising her spending, encourage her extravagance, 
then she will soon come to grief. In this instance, we 
may remind our readers of the very excellent work 
which the Salt Gabelle has performed in a short space 
of six years, when expert advice and assistance is 
_ Obtained from the proper quarters. Previous to its 
being put under proper control and on a sound basis, 
when reorganised, the salt revenue, which reached the 
Central government varied from year to year, and the 


| amount received in any one year, according to Sir 


Richard Dane, does not appear to have exceeded 
thirteen million taels. But since the reorganisation of 
the salt administration, the net revenue which reached 
the Central government in 1913 (six and a half months 
only), 1914,5915,1916,1917 and 1918 were approxi- 
mately eleven and a half million, sixty and a half 
millions, sixty-nine millions, seventy-two and a half 
millions, seventy-one million and eighty wmillion dollars, 
respectively, in spite of the fact that quite a number of 
the provinces had declared independence of the central 


salt administration and subsidies had to be paid to | 


military authorities in the provinces. Opponents of 
the loan are of the opinion that foreign supervision will 
interfere with China’s internal administrative affairs, 
but this is absolutely untrue. The lenders will only 
render financial and expert advice. | 

It is quite true that general fundamental principle 
of organisation will be set forth for China’s benefit, 
but administrative affairs, as in the case of the Salt 
Gabelle, will be left to China’s own free will and 
discretion. When re-organised, the wine and tobacco 
bureau will have system inoculated into its working 
machine so as to maké it run efficiently, smoothly and 
soundly, thus producing lucrative results to China. 
There will be a new order of things. Wine and 
Tebacco Inspectorates, assistant inspectorates, 
auditorates, assistant auditorates, collectorates, stations, 
 ete,, will be established in the Republic. There will be 
work for thousands of China’s educated young men, 
who are unemployed at present. Defective methods 
will be abolished and sound and substantial ones will

be effected. Corruption, distraction and all sorte of 
abuses, hicherto prevailing, will be done away with. 
Illusive reports will disappear. The practice of sub- 
mitting reports of gross revenue without mentioning 
the total expenditure, will die a natural death, Instead 
of the sale of wine and tobacco being monopolised, 
there will be free competition. Effective methods of 
vigilance and supervision will be introduced whereby 
smuggling and the sale of illicit commodities will be 
made unattractive and unworthy of one’s risk. Free 
trade will prevail. There will also be a regular 
scale of duties. The increased revenue will be 
utilised by the government for upright purposes. 
Once it was properly reorganised, the Sale Gabelle 
lessened China’s burden, as the Salt release surplus 
was able to meet many financial charges against it, 
such as the Boxer Indemnity, the Hukuang Railway 
loan, the Chili bonds, the Hunan bonds, etc. This will 
be equally true of the Wine Tobacco Bureau when it 
is reorganised and put on a substantial and workable 
basis. The regular payments of Wine and Tobacco 
surplus release will be a great relief to China. In con- 
cluding this loan, China has two strings to her bow. 
She obtains money for her present needs and when the 
whole administration is handed back to her in years to 
come, she will have a model administration for other 
departments to copy from. In view of the foregoing 
considerations, the government as well as the people 
will be greatly benefitted by the wine and tobacco loan. 
We congratulate those who have concluded the loan 
and trust that the new Wine and Tobacco Chief 


_ Inspectorate will be established in the very immediate

HEN the Wine and Tobacco Loan was 
originally signed with the Continental 

and Commercial Bank of Chicago last year, 
Hon, Robert Lansing, Secretary of State of the 
United States in a letter dated October 21, 
1919, gave the approval of the American 
government to the loan in the following words : 


“The Department recalls that on 
November 16, 1916, it addressed to you a 
letter in which it stated that it was. always 
gratified to see the Republic of China re- 
ceive financial assistance from the citizens 

~ of the—United States, and that it was its 
policy to give all proper diplomatic support 

protection to legitimate enterprises 
abroad of American citizens. 


The Department has read with much 
interest the new loan contract which you 
haveconcluded with the Chinese govern- 
ment and referred to the Department, and 

note with pleasure this evidence of your 
continued interest in Chinese fianancial 
matters. 


The international consciousness result- 
ing from the close association of our country 
with other nations, in consequence of the 
war, has further accentuated the interest of 
this government in encouraging and 
aiding, in every proper way, the under- 
takings of its nationals in foreign countries,

in furtherance. of that free intercourse 
which it isappreciated is mutually advanta- 
geous and which should be encouraged and 
supported. To the accomplishment of this 
end, this government is willing to take all 
proper steps to insure the execution of 
equitable contracts which are made in good 
faith.” 
Now since the same loan has been taken 


over by the Pacific Development Corporation, 


there is likely to be no change in sentiment of 
the U.S. government. In the transfer of the 
loan from the Chicago bank to the Pacific 
Development Corporation there is an interest- 
ing story that is worth recounting here. Mr. 
Hsu En-yuan the financial representative of 
the Chinese government had practically com- 
leted his negotiations with the Chicago bank 
for a renewal of the 1916 loan and for further 
advances when suddenly the directors of the 
Chicago bank disapproved of the negotiations. 
The reason for the disapproval is said to have 
been the fact that some of the European Gov- 
ernment loans then being placed in the United 
States were unpopular. Tapetsshcativer of the 
Pacific Development Corporation who were 
then on their way to China to assist in the 
the Chinese-American 
Development Bank, one of the chief 
urposes of which is to develop a market 
in - te United States for Chinese securities, then 
came forward, took over the loan and completed 
the negotiations. This loan has had an import- 
ant bearing on the negotiations for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Banking Consortium for the tg oer 
of financing China. The Japanese have been 
blocking the reorganization of the Consortium 
through their insistance that Manchuria and 
Mongolia be excluded from loans made by the 
international banking group. The fact that the 
American government has approved of the 
Pacific Development Corporation loan has 
amounted to a notice to the Japanese that they 
will have to conform to America’s desire to 
protect the territorial integrity of China, or in 
lieu of that America is prepared to go ahead and 
do the financing hereclt. When the Consortium 
has been formed it is understood that the pre- 
sent wine and tobacco loan will be lumped with 
the other obligations. 


all of the objections to the 

loan that have been raised in China have 
now been smoothed out. The most formidable 
objections, were from certain elements in the 
Chinese Southern Party who feared that the 
money would be used for a renewal of internal 
warfare ; objections from native wine and tobacco 


interests who had been told by the Japanese 
_ that the Americans were seeking a monopoly of 


these businesses in China; objections from 
Chinese militarists factions who desired the loan 
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to go to Japan instead of the United States. 
In its negotiations the Pacific Development 
Corporation has been treading on safe ground 
by taking the Chinese people into its confidence. 
No move has been made without full publicity 
in both the foreign and local press of the 
country. In commenting on this phase of the 
matter a prominent Chinese business man of 
Shanghai ina letter to the Chinese Wine and 
Tobacco Guild dated January 2 had the follow- 
ing to say: 

“I wish to call your attention to the fact that this 
is the first time that foreign capitalists have seen fit to 
explain their relations with China directly to the 
Chinese people through the press of the country. You 
will find that in the end this method will be of great 
advantage to those who follow, because the. masses 
cannot distrust men who are willing to go more than 
halfway to take the masses into their confidence.” 


Other minor objections and criticisins to 
the effect that the Americans would be unable 
_ to assist in the reorganizations of the wine and 
tobacco administration because the American 
government would not countenance the use of 
torce to “put it over,” and that the American 
people and especially the American missionaries 
in China would object to the loan because it is 
upon a tax from wine and tobacco, have received 
little attention in either Chinese or American 
circles. The best answer to the first point is 
that America has never found it necessary to 
use force in accomplishing things in China. 
Americans have found that friendship and 
mutual understanding between the two peoples 
have been the most effective elements in doing 
business in China. The latter point which 
has been termed the “moral objection,” is 
easily eliminated by the answer that the con- 


sumption of wine and tobacco in China will not 


be increased simply because the tax bureau is 
honestly administered. As a matter of fact the 
reorganization of the bureau will be of assistance 
to the prohibition advocates through supplying 
them with definite facts and figures for their 
campaign which they do not now have. In the 
last analysis there is general satisfaction in all 
quarters that American financiers have taken a 
definite interest in China. The Chinese people 
know that American business men will not be 
permitted to do things in China that they would 
not be permitted to do at home. In America 
where the final authority rests with the people, 
the government in its foreign policies as well 
as in its domestic affairs is absolutely subject to 
the will of the people and it may be generally 
understood that they will permit nothing to 
interfere with the traditional friendship of the 
Chinese people for America, American institu- 
tions and American ideals. The best answer to 
propaganda that America is planning aggressions 
on the continent ‘of Asia is in the accomplish- 
ments of America in the Philippine Islands. 
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recent war and in every possible peace 
time condition. 
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yourself of the services of a real private 
secretary. Don’t jot down notes to be 
lost.

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When there appeared to be a possibility a few 


years ago that America might give up the 
Philippines entirely, the Chinese residents of 
the Islands were among the first to petition for 
a continuance of American nominal control. 
American interest in China is purely for the 
development of close business relations between 
the two republics and for the upbuilding of the 
Chinese nation to a point where it can stand 
alone and take its legitimate place in the family 
of liberal nations. | 


T FE American University Club of China, 


-which now includes in its membership 
nearly 400 American and Chinese graduates and 


former students of A’merican colleges and 


universities elected this year for the first time in 
its] history a Chinese as president. Since 1908 
when the Club was first organized, the president 
has always been of American nationality although 
the other offices were usually divided among the 
American and Chinese members. Among the 
former presidents of the Club have been two 
American Consuls-General, the president of an 
important university and men prominent in the 
business and professional life of Shanghai. The 
election of Hon. Tong Shao-yi, former premier 
of China and the acknowledged leader of a large 
section of the Chinese people, is in line with the 


traditions of the University Club and as an im- | 


portant milestone in the friendly relations of the 
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Chinese and American peoples. Dr. Tong was 
one of the first Chinese students to go to 
America for an education. He was forced to 
give up his studies at Columbia University and 
return to China because of the skepticism of the 
Chinese government as to the value of a 
Western education. Now China is. sending 
hundreds of her young men and women to 
America every year for their education and no 
longer does China question the importance of 
western scientific training in the development of 
the nation. The University Club was the first 
social organization in China that admitted 
Chinese and foreigners to membership on a 
mutual basis. Its influence in breaking down 
the traditional barrier that has always existed 
out here has been tremendous. Now we have 
Sino-foreign clubs, societies, associations, banks 
and business enterprises galore. 


The Death of Former 


President Feng 


ENERAL Feng Kuo-chang, former Pre- 
sident of China, died at 11.30 on the 
evening of December 28th at his residence in 
Peking, after an illness lasting three weeks. 
Shortly before his death he ria Ha a telegram 
throughout China, which was an appeal from the 
dying statesman for the unification of the coun- 
try. It said: “ During the last few years, 
although I have not done much for the good of 
China, yet, whenever my thoughts turned to 
national affairs, I experienced indescribable 
mental sufferings. Unexpectedly I have been 
attacked by a mortal illness. I am now aware 
of the rapid approach of my last hour. Great 
sorrow will ever remain with me. Alas! the 
country is still disunited and there is no com- 
promise in sight. As long as internal strife 
continues, there can be no abatement of aggres- 


gion from the outside. President Hsu has been 


advocating the unification of the country. I 
understand that you also possess the ambition 
of saving the people and the nation. Undoubt- 
edly you would use all your efforts to turn the 
situation and prevent the country from its im- 
minent downfall. My sincere hope is that the 
central and provincia] authorities would work 
hand in hand and discard local feelings. Al- 
though I did not carry out any of my high 
ideals one my life time, yet I still wish the 
country unified even when I no longer live. I 
am writing this on my deathbed.” | 
The validictory message to the present 
President, Hon Hsu Shih-chang, which the 
late General Feng dictated on his deathbed, 
was: ‘‘ Heaven does not permit me any more 
life. I shall bid farewell to the world. It 
deeply grieves me to find the South and the

North still disunited, to witness the consequent 
suffering of our innocent people, and to know 
that there is no way to bring peace to the 
country. My one hope is that the two sections 
of the country will soon be conciliated and 
that the military men will obey orders from 
Peking and protect the people and territory in 
their jurisdiction. If this hope is realized, I 
shall die happy.” Former President Feng, 
according to those who were with him when he 
died was too weak to sign his will after he had 
dictatedit. He then ordered that the ceremonial 
robes be brought to him. With the help of his 
relatives, he dressed and waited for the last. 


In the meantime his sons were quarreling 
with his treasurer regarding the disposition or 
their father’s wealth amounting to more than ten 
million dollars. Even the former President 
himself did not know where his money was 


deposited or where his property was located. 


His treasurer had complete charge and most of 
General Feng’s money was deposited in the 
treasurer's name. It is understood in Peking 
that the Treasurer retained one third of General 
Feng’s wealth for himself and turned over the 
other two thirds to his sons. Under these 
pathetic circumstances a former President of 
the Republic of China, who amassed a fortune 
during his lifetime by various means, and 
in spite of his fortune lived like a miser, passed 
away. Many of his political friends who are 
likewise rich are questioning themselves as 
to whether it is worth while to become rich by 
questionable political means since all of the 
wealth is of no practical value after all and is 
usually squandered. They refer feelingly to one 
of the sons of former President Yuan Shih-kai, 
who is now an actor in Shanghai. That young 
man, they say, is a living example of the in- 
evitable. May the same fate not befall their 
own children. President Feng’s death has 
caused some serious. thinking at the capital. 


Former President Feng, whose period of 
Presidency expired in October 1918, and who 
was succeeded by Mr. Hsu Shih-chang as Pre- 
sident, was born in the province of Chihli, and 
was 62 years of age at the time of his death. 
He studied in a military college in Tientsin 
when he was young. When the late President 
Yuan Shih-kai trained new troops along modern 
lines at Shiao Chan after the Boxer rising, 
President Feng was one of his three assistants, 
the other two being General Wang Shih-cheng, 
former Prime Minister, and Prime Minister 
Tuan Chi-jui. He received much of his military 
experience from Yuan Shih-kai, whose ability he 
highly respected. In January of 1906, President 
or General Feng was appointed Director of 
Noble’s College with the rank of Deputy 
Lieutenant-General. Six months later he was 
promoted to Director of the Military Council

in the Board of War when his patron, Yuan 
Shih-kai, was all powerful. In August of 1909, 
General Feng .was appointed Director-in-Chief 
of the Genera] Staff. During the first revolu- 
tion, General Feng achieved much merit by 
defeating in several engagements the independent 
forces. In command of the first Imperial Army 
at Wuchang, he succeeded in recapturing Han- 
yang, a strategic position, from the revolutionists 
on November 27, 1911. For this victory he 
was rewarded by the Manchu Court and given 
the rank of Baron of the 2nd Class. Subsequent- 


- ly, General Feng was recalled to Peking, and 


was nominated Commandant of the Imperial 
Forces. In December of 1911, General Feng 
was sent to Chahar as Lieutenant-General of 
the Special Administrative Area. Upon the 
establishment of the Republic, he was recal- 
led to Peking and appointed Chief of the 
President's Military Council. Later he was 
given the position of Tutuh (Military Governor) 
of the province of Chihli. This appointment 
was gazetted on September 11, 1912, together 
with an order to retain the post of Commandant 
of the Gendarmerie or the Imperial Guard. On 
July 23,1913, General Feng was appointed 
Commissioner of Pacification in Central China. 
Whilst holding this office, he participated in 
suppressing the second revolution, which lasted 
from July to August, and was present at the 
recapture of Nanking from the southern forces 
under the command of General Hwang Hsin, 
one of the well-known revolutionary leaders of 
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the time. After the Suppression of the revolu- 
tion, General Feng was appointed Military 
Governor of Kiangsu, with headquarters at 
Nanking. In 1914 he was given the rank of 
Field-Marshal. Later he acted as Chief of the 
General Staff during his visit to Peking. In_ 
December of 1915 he was created Duke of the 
First Order by the late President Yuan Shih-kai, 
when the latter attempted to make himself 
Emperor. After the death of the late President 
Yuan. Shih-kai, General Feng was elected Vice- 
President of the Republic ypon the assumption 
of the office of the President by General Li 
Yuan-hung, the then Vice-President. He was 
holding the concurrent post of Military Governor 
of Kiangsu with his office at Nanking. Upon 
the resignation of General Li from the presidency 
during General Chang Hsun’s monarchical 
movement in July of 1917, General Feng be- 
came President according to the Constitution.

ANY fail to realise that the China of today 
m is not the China of a few years ago: a 
great mental transformation has taken place. 
Unless this fact of the most vital importance is 
grasped by foreigners we shall be guilty of 
serious breaches of conduct which will re-act 
against us. | 


It is always a good plan to endeavor to get 
the other fellow’s point of view and certainly it 
is highly necessary for us to study the opinions 
and ideals of the Chinese people among whom 
our lot is cast. 


It is a fact that since the days of Li Hung- 
chang the Chinese have developed a national 
coherence and ideas of patriotism which were 
then non-existent. ‘They are now conscious of 
an amour propre and regard for their country 
which must be reckoned with by all foreigners 
who have any regard for their future well-being 
in China. 

We have reached a crisis in our Municipal 
life which has been precipitated by the unwise 
taxation action of the last Ratepayers meeting. 


Our Chinese fellow Ratepayers demand 
recognition and are entitled to be satisfied. A 
threat has been made not to pay the Spring 
taxes unless some concession be granted. The 
question is therefore one of urgency.

There are two ways,in which the 
may be met: 

1. A direct refusal. 

2. A concession to the demand. 

First. It is undoubtedly possible for the 
Council, with armed forces under its contro] 
and in the exercise of its undoubted legal right, 
to repress the movement and compel the pay- 
ment of taxes. 

The result would be disastrous. Such 
action would embitter Chinese and Foreign 
relations and cause an estrangement which is the 
last thing either side desires at this juncture when 
we are all trying to ‘get together.’ Reports of 
such forceful proceedings would travel all over 
China and reach inland places in a most distorted 
form. Without doubt in every case the version 
retailed would be to the detriment of Foreigners’ 
reputation. 

On every possible ground therefore the 
Council must reject this method of dealing with 
the problem. 

Second. It is incumbent upon us to con- 
sider thé request sympathetically and devise 
means of satisfying our Chinese fellow citizens. 
I suggest below how, in my opinion, this can 
best be done. 

I maintain that the request to be allowed 
representation is a most reasonable one. It is 
entirely along the lines of all Anglo-Saxon 


political development. It is truism to say that 
there must be no taxation without representa- 
tion. The history of our nations is a history of 
a struggle to establish and protect the right of 
the tax-payer to decide the amount and methods 
of collection and distribution of the taxes he shall 
be called upon to pay. 

When the Chinese therefore say ‘‘ We pay 
a large sum in taxes but are never consulted and 
have no voice in our own government,’ our own 
sense of political justice spontaneously” admits 
the reasonableness of this demand. It is aclaim 
we cannot resist and stil] be true to our own 
political ideals, | 

The shallow thinker says this is a Foreign 
Settlement and if the Chinese-do not like it they 
can go elsewhere, the present conditions were 
well known when they came and they must abide 
by the rules and regulations and so on. By 
exactly the same line of reasoning we have no 
rights or status in China. Equally shallow 
Chinese thinkers have said we did not ask 
Foreigners to come to China and if they come 
they must conform to our laws and so on. 

>We have to deal with facts. The Chinese 
are in our settlement and will remain here and 
we should not attempt to put them out even if 
we could. Neither can the Chinese oust 
foreigners from China. It would not be to the 
advantage of either party to get rid of the other. 
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For better or worse we are destined to live 
together. ‘Each side hasa claim on the other 
to a full and generous consideration ofits rights. 
The large Chinese population in our midst has 
on every ground a right to participate in the 
government and taxation of this influential, but 
at present politically inarticulate section of our 
cosmopolitan community. 

Other speakers say “‘ Let the Chinese show 
that they can manage their own affairs and then 
they can have a share in the government of this 
settlement.’ A little consideration will show 
this argument has no force. Whatever they do 
elsewhere does not affect this Shanghai Settle- 
ment problem which stands by itself and must 
be dealt with by itself. | 

There is a fear that if Chinese have re- 
presentatives upon the Council there will be at 
once inaugurated a reign of graft and‘ that in- 
efficiency of administration will make itself 
promptly felt. There need be no fear on this 
score for they will not be admitted to the un- 


- divided control of the Settlement and can not 


therefore introduce the methods which obtain in 
the native settlement adjoining the Foreign 
Settlements. Admittedly itis a horrible thought 
to contemplate the Foreign Settlements sinking 
to the utterly disgraceful, from a good government 
standpoint, level of the Chapei and native city 
administrations. We need not be in any way 
disturbed by such a possibility for it will be just 
as remote under the new scheme as at present. 

A full consideration of all the questions in 
review leads to the conclusion that a concession 
to the reasonable requests of our Chinese fellow 
citizens is inevitable. The question is “ What 
is the solution ?”’ 

I suggest the following as the way out of 
the difficulty : tr. 

1. The preparation of a voting register of 
Chinese on exactly the same lines as Foreigners 
with exactly the same qualifications and regula- 
tions. That is, Foreigners and Chinese would 
be on exactly the same footing. 

2. The Chinese electorate shall be invited 
as early as possible, say during the months of 
January and February this year to elect three 


_ qualified Chinese Ratepayers to serve on a con- 


sulting Committee to advise with the Council on 
Chinese matters. 

3. The Council shall announce that they 
are taking immediate steps to amend the Land 
Regulations so as to extend the number of 
Councillors from 9 to 12 of whom 3 shall be 


Chinese and elected by Chinese. The g Foreign 


members shall continue to be elected as at 
present. 

4. The number of Chinese Ratepayers to 
be present at the Ratepayers meeting shall be 
determined by the Council and the Consulting 
Chinese Committee and the number so decided 
upon shall be elected by the Chinese Ratepayers 
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at the same time as the Foreign and Chinese 
members of Council are elected. 

I feel sure that the granting of the above 
four points would satisfy the vast bulk of our 
Chinese tellow citizens: the extremists on both 
sides can he disregarded. 

The disadvantages attending these innova- 
tions will be no more than now exist whilst the 
advantages will be enormous. I enumerate a 
few. 

1. Causes of friction and misunderstanding 
with the Chinese would be vastily reduced if not 
altogether eliminated. 

As a case in point, ‘some of the older re- 
sidents will remember a dozen years ago the 
fears that were engendered by the drilling 
of considerable bodies of Chinese volunteers on 
the borders of the Settlement. All kinds of 
rumor and suspicion got afloat and both 
Foreigners and Chinese were perturbed. Asa 
member of the then Council 1 suggested that 
the way to draw the teeth of the bitterness of 
the movement would be to invite the Chinese to 
form a body of Chinese volunteers under the 
Council and as part of our regular Volunteer 
Forces. This was adopted. Immediately the 
whole movement on our borders collapsed and 
the Chinese Volunteers have ever since been a 
creditable. detachment of our Civic Forces. 
Exactly the same favorable results will follow 
the present suggested action. : 

2. Our method of elections will afford an 
object lesson and an instruction to the Chinese 
electors who will thus become accustomed to 
the electoral methods of an enlightened demo- 


_cracy. It will have an excellent effect all over 


the Republic. | 

3. The Chinese Councillors will have a 
direct insight into the methods adopted by 
modern Councils and will learn how honest and 
efficient democratic government is carried on 
and will be able to influence very widely Chinese 
Councils far afield. | 

4. We have an excellent opportunity of 
showing the Chinese how we treat those who are 
associated with us and thus invite on a far wider | 
field a reciprocity of treatment elsewhere in the 
Republic. 

5. Extension of the Settlement and all 
kinds of questions on the Settlement borderlands 
adjustment will be the more easily tackled and 
are likely to reach happy and desirable solutions 
when we are assisted by our Chinese councillors. 

6. The Chinese will feel that they are at 
last.one with us and associated with us in mutual 
government which will satisfy them and us and 
they will harmoniously work together with us 
in a way heretofore impossible. The influence 
of this step will effect Chinese and Foreign 
relationships throughout the Country. 

7. Finally there will be a practical acknow- 
ledgment that we intend what we say when we 
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talk of “getting together” and desiring closer 
cooperation with the Chinese. 

From whatever standpoint therefore the 
question is regarded, we have everything togain 
and nothing to lose by the granting of the request 
for a share in the Municipal government of the 
Settlement by the Chinese and they will gain 
equally with ourselves. 

A new era will be inaugurated in China by 


this move which however will be nothing new to 


Britons, for we ever associate with ourselves in 
government, as in Hongkong, Singapore and all 
the Colonies, the natives of the countries we 
administer. The experiment is therefore neither 
novel or daring but one that has been well tried 
and everywhere successfully. It will be equally 
successful here in Shanghai. I have no doubt 
but the good sense of the community will cause 
them to agree in the main to my proposals. 


The Serious Hoarding of 
Silver Dollars | 


BY HOLLINGTON K. TONG. 

HINESE native bankers and merchants are 
hoarding silver dollars almost as fast as 
the mints can turn them out and have practically 
absorbed the great stocks of dollars which once 
were in circulation. This special condition of 
the Chinese financial situation is alarming the 
government authorities who are dealing with the 
urgent question of national currency reform. 
The responsibility for this condition is undoubt- 
edly the people’s lack of confidence in the paper 
notes issued by the state banks and the localiza- 
tion of the circulation of the notes issued by the 
foreign banks or Chinese-foreign banks doing 
business in China. Fear is expressed in Chinese 
financial circles that unless measures are 
immediately taken to cope with the awkward 
situation that a serious panic may result with 

consequent suffering all around. 
| In an interview last week, Mr. Chang 
Chia-ngau, Vice-Governor of the Bank of China, 
declared that it is necessary to restore public 
confidence in the government bank notes by the 


raising of the moratorium as a preliminary | 


measure to avert the threatening financial crisis. 
He said that the silver reserve of the various 
Chinese and foreign banks in Peking, Tientsin, 
Shanghai and Hankow at present amounts to 
less than $30,000,000. Unfortunately this 
amount of silver dollars, he believed, is rapidly 
from the market on account of 
hoarding by those who are afraid to place 
reliance in the government and provincial Soak 
notes.

trouble to which they are constantly subject, are 
trying to =<. a union reserve bank to 
issue notes. They hold the view that the public 
will have confidence in such a bank upon its 
establishment, as it is to be organized and 
financed by many commercial banks of good 
standing, and its notes are to be circulated by 
them. Irrespective of the change of the political 
situation in China, the confidence of the people 
in the bank will always be maintained, they 
believe. 

Another reason for this movement is the 
fear in Chinese circles that the silver dollars that 
are not hoarded will eventually find their way 
into the vaults of the foreign banks whose notes 
are circulated at par on the market.

“ Some time ago the Bank of Chinaand the 
Bank ot Communications discussed the problem 
carefully and came to the conclusion that it 
would be expedient for the government to issue 
another domes ° loan with which to recall the 
depreciated noi-s on the market at once. The 
detailed plans connected with the proposed 
flotation of the domestic loan are outlined 
briefly as follows :— 

“1, The Ministry of Finance shall issue a 
domestic loan to the amount of say $40,000,000 at 6 
per cent interest per year. The bonds shall be redeem- 
able in ten years by drawings which are to take place 
twice a year. 

“2, The ministry of Finance shall make out a 
table showing the amount of interest payable on the 
aforesaid bonds every year and send it to the Inspector- 
General of Customs so that he can hand over to the 
Bank of China and the Bank of Communications every 
yeara sum out of the customs surplus fund to be 
deposited for the loan service. In case the customs 
surplus is not sufficient for the purpose the Ministry 
of Finance shall raise funds and hand them over to the 
Inspector-General of Customs to make up the deficit. 

“¢3, Commencing on the date of the issue of 
the said bonds, the Ministry of Finance and the 
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Bureau of Currency Reform shall jointly appoint 
special officials to ascertain the exact amount of Peking 
notes of the Bank of China and the Bank of Com- 
munications in circulation and in their vaults, and 


after the investigation no new issue of Peking notes 
shall be allowed. | 


“4. The bonds shall be issued by the Bureau of 
Domestic Loans in exchange for Peking notes of the 
Bank of China and the Bank of Communications 
within a certain period of time. After the expiration 
of the period, the issue of the bonds shall be dis- 
continued, and those who still have Peking notes on 
hand will be given by the Bank of China and the Bank 
of Communications special deposit notes whieh shall 
be redeemed in accordance with the regulations 
governing the aforementioned bonds, All the bonds 
which remain after the expiration of the period shall be 
handed over to the two banks to cover the payment of 
rag and the redemption of deposit notes issued by 
them. 


“5. From the date on which the issue of the 
bonds is discontinued, no Peking notes of the two 
banks shall be received by any official organs of the 
country. 

“6. Prior to the expiration of the period, ar- 
rangements shall be made by the two Banks for the 
issue of a certain amount of convertible notes with the 
authorization of the Central government. A set of 
regulations as the issue of such notes which should be 
strictly followed. 


“7, The detailed regulations concerning the 
issue and subscription of the above-mentioned bonds 
shall"be promulgated by Presidential Mandate. | 


“8. The government shall hand over to the 
two Banks all the redeemed Peking notes and the 
non-issued bonds in the same manner as described in 
the regulations governing the 7th year domestic bonds. 

“¢ By such means it would not be difficult to clear 
the market of all the available depreciated notes and 
start the financial slate anew. At the present time the 
depreciated notes of the Bank of China amount te only 
$20,000,000. The combined amount of the notes of 
the two banks is a little over $35,000,000. A year 
ago it was $90,000,000. Ina few months, the new 
bonds if promptly issued would be sold, and the 
moratorium consequently raised. 


The suspension of specie payment on Peking 
notes has not only invited complants of the people, 
but has considerably under-mined the credit of the 
government. In view of all this, both my associates 
aud myself hope that the government will take our plan 
into consideration and accept it; We are also appeal- 
ing to the public for support. The scheme is certainly 
beneficial to every one.” :

News from Central China 


The Second Squadron of the Chinese Navy now 
in Hupeh is attempting to establish a wireless com- 
munication among the gunboats. Four points have 
been chosen where provisional wireless installation will 
be made for practice. 


_ The Japanese have now organized a syndicate in 

Hunan for the development of the various mineral 
resources in that province. And according to the 
Asiatic News Agency despatch, the syndicate is a 
Sino-Japanese organization. 


Additional importance will be given to afforesta- 
tion work in the province in 1920 as the provincial 
government will be required to report the forestry 
conditions each month together with their report to 
the Ministry of the Interior. : 


Exports from Hankow during the past week are 
not very brisk in general, although Japanese exported 
fairly large amounts of various produces. Small 
quantities of wood oil, gall nuts and some goatskins 
were exported to the United States. 


General Feng Yu-hsiang, Defence Commissioner 
of Changteh and a brave fighter, is dead according to a 
report from the office of the Military Governor. 
General Feng was a Christian and is known for his 
ability in keeping his soldiers under good discipline. 


Tu Sih-quei, Commander-in-Chief of the Second 
Squadron of the Chinese Navy, left on Monday for 
Shanghai where he is to confer with Admiral K. K. 
Lang, Commander-in-Chief of the Chinese Fleet. 
After that he will proceed to Peking on official business. 


On account of the death of: former President 
Feng Kuo-chang all Chinese organizations in Hankow 
and Wuchang displayed their flags at half mast. Two 
representatives of the military and civil governors of 
Hupeh were sent to Tientsin to express their condolence 
to the bereaved family. 


An immense summer hotel is being projected for 
Kuling by a joint stock company organized by some 
Japanese business men. The capital of this modern 
hotel is fixed at one million yen, and some promoters 
believe the enterprise will guarantee a dividend of ten 
percent for the first five years. :

investigation into the case of outrage by the govern- 
ment troops on the students of a girl school in Anhwei, 
the report is found to be untrue, and all accounts 
connected with the outrage should not be credited. 


All schools in Ichang, government, private and 
missionary, held a mass meeting last week under the 
supervision of the officials who watch with vigilance 
all anti-Japanese propaganda. The result of the meet- 
ing is the inauguration of the Ichang Students Union 
as a permanent organization, but no rioting de- 
monstration is reported. 


The Yangtze River is very low at present, and 
especially in the upper reaches. Steamers have great 
trouble in navigating through the Sunday Island which 
is sometimes almost impassable. There are very few 
steamers on the Ichang-Chungking run just now, and 
both the Jardine, Matheson and Company and Butter- 


‘field and Swire are trying tugs and lighters for the 


service. 


The Hupeh industrial commissioner has taken a 
decidedly important step in the improvement of 
sericulture in China. The plan drawn up provides 
that every district should at least establish one free 
sericultural school for girls to accomodate 60 
students. The initial expenses will be met jointly by 
the district and the provincial treasury to help the 
running expenses. 


One month of the arrears of the pay of soldiers in 
Hupeh was paid on December 30 in cash. Each 
soldier received about four dollars besides boarding. 
The disbandment of superfluous troops in the province 
will begin in January when about 20 per cent will be 


_ dismissed, According to information secured, the work 
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of disbanding troops will not be very. difficult on the 
ground that the names of so many soldiers now not 
actually in the ranks are still on the pay roll. 


The preliminary agreement of the contract signed 
between the governor of Hunan and British mining 
engineer at Hankow providing for the development of 
the valuable mineral deposits in Hunan has been 
cancelled through the inteference of the government. 
The chief opponents of this mining contract are former 
Premier Hsiung Hsi-ling, Fan Yuan-lien, former 
Minister of Education, and General Tien Wen-nich, 
Minister of the Interior and concurrently Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce. 


The College of Yale in China, the Hunan-Yale 
Medical School and the Y. M. C. A., School in 
Changsha resumed their classes on January 2, after a 
period of official holiday on account of the clashing 
between the governor and students in their anti-Japan- 
ese demonstration. It has been announced that the 
length of the Chinese New Year races will be cut 
down to two weeks. All returning students will be 
able to complete the year’s work according to the 
schedule. There is no sign of the government schools 
in Changsha resuming their work. , 


The students’ boycott propaganda in Wuchang 
is still steadily and patiently carried on despite the pres- 
sure of the officials. “Ten men groups are formed to 
approach the shopkeepers individually to appeal 
to them personally not to deal with Japanese merchants 
and their goods. The headquarters of the Students 
Union were closed by the soldiers. But the proposal 
to dismiss schools ahead of the winter recess by way of . 
avoiding troubles has been abandoned by the authorities. 
News from the different small districts in Hupeh says. 
that boycott is being propagated by the gentry. 

The recent report from Hunan has it that the 
shooting of General Feng Yu-hsiang, a Christian 
military leader in Changteh, which resulted in the 
death of Dr. O. T. Logan, head of the Presbyterian 
Mission, was not bya demented soldier, but by a 
man acting under Japanese instigation. General 
Feng and his colleague General Wu Fei-fu in 
Hangchow are the only military leaders in China 
that urged the government, following the Foochow 
affair, to adopt a strong attitude toward Tokyo and 
pledged their forces to back up the government if 
Japan refused to accede to the demands of repara- 
tion. 


A good deal of excitement prevails among tne 
Chinese social workers in the Chinese city of Hankow 
in connection with the order of General Wang Chan- 
yuan to force the Hankow Union Society to reorganize 
into fire brigades, evidently for fear of anti-Japanese 
movements among them. The above union is com- 
posed of 38 civilian social organs that have been 
instrumental in rebuilding the new Chinese city of 
Hankow after the old city was burned during the 1911 
Revolution. Ata recent meeting the different organs, 
with an unanimous vote, decided to protest on the — 
ground that the union has the official sanction of the 
Central Government. 


Forty-five bales of poppy seeds weighing nearly — 
two catties each, directed to Changsha for General 
Chang Ching-yao, Military Governor of Hunan, and 
originated at Fengtien, were in evidence at the Wu- 
chang Railway Station last week. They were escorted 
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by a government troop, but before the seeds left the 
station the story had been spread and many students 
and Chinese interested personally reached the seed 
supply. Having found everything true, the students 
with their own camera on hand decided to take a photo 
of the pile of bales. The soldiers, however, seized the 
film and camera by force and insisted upon arresting 
the student who operated the camera. ‘Toward the end 
of last week, nearly half of the seeds were sent forward, 
and it is undetstood that an instruction from Peking 
orders the poppy seeds now in custody be burned 
publicly. 

The recent student movement in Hankow and 
Wuchang has been more than once openly condemried 
by the military governor who characterizes it as a 
Bolshevik movement. As measure to suppress the 
propagation of the Bolshevik doctrines, General Wang 
Chan-yuan has ordered all officials concerned to stop 
the dissemination of Bolshevik literature and to accord 
the workmen due care and attention as to their living. 
This, General Wang declares, will reduce the chance 
for Bolshevik machination. In an interview with the 
leading gentry of Hankow, General Wang expressed 
the opinion that Bolshevism is making rapid inroad 
into the heart of China and that the student periodi- 


cals are lining up with the horrible Bolshevism. He — 


further asserted that he would bring pressure to bear 
on the school boys and kill men if necessary.

fund, was given by the Civil Governor a wooden tablet.

A special service was held in the Canadian Church 
Mission on December 25 to celebrate Christmas.

News from South China 


Two tigers are reported to have been on the 
White Cloud Hills, just off the city of Canton. 


The Pui Ying School, Canton old boys have 
pledged to support an instructor of that school or 
make a contribution of at least $1,200 a year. 


The directors of the Kwangtung Tramway Co., 
owing to popular protest, are reported to have agreed 
to invite no more foreign applications for shares. 


Chang Chi-yao is reported to have contracted a 
loan of two hundred thousand taels from American 
merchants with the mines in Hunan as security. 


A shipment of silver bullion consisting of more 
than one hundred in gold was received recently by the 
Canton government mint for coinage purposes. 


Only one of the four prisoners who escaped from 
the Victoria Goal, Hongkong and murdered an English 
warder and one Indian guard, has been rearrested so far. 


Cheng Fook Tung, of Haiphong, plans to come 
to Canton and start a cotton mill. Mr. Cheng at 
present operates three cotton mills in French Indo- 
China. 

The director of the Nanning, Kwangsi Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station reports great progress in 
the planting of wood oil trees, cotton, and camphor 
wood trees. 


It is currently reported that C. C. Wu will be 
appointed a peace delegate to the Internal Peace Con 
ference at Shanghai to succeed Hu Han-min, who 
resigned sometime ago. 


Another release of the custom surplus will b- 
made within a few weeks, the military government’e 
participation of same being said to amount to eighs — 
hundred thousand taels. 


- Several resolutions are before the National As- 
sembly calling for the holding of a presidential election 
and the formation of a regular and independent 
government in the South. 


The Macao medical authorities claim to be in 
possession of the best X-ray apparatus in the Eastt 
The apparatus was recently acquired in the United 
States for the sum of $20,000. 

Dr. Ma Chun-wu, Y. P., has been delegated to 
make a trip to the United States for the purpose of 
buying machinery for the Canton arsenal. The arsenal, 
proposes to make its own steel. | : 
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The Lisbon, Portugal government has sent a reply 
to the request of the Opium Farm for a reduction of 
$800,000 per year in the payment of $7,000,000, it 
makes yearly to the government. 

The editor of the China Mail, (Hongkong), has 
been fined $50 by the court of that city for contempt 
of court, arising through a comment his paper made 
regarding a case before that tribunal. 


On December 25, 1919, all Military and local 
government offices in the Southwest celebrated the 


fourth anniversary ef the Yunnan Revolution which 


ended Yuan Shih-kai’s monarchical scheme. 
Colonel H. St. Clair Smallwood, of the Handley 
Aeroplane Co., delivered a lecture on ‘“ Modern 


Aviation,” on December 19, before the members of 
the Canton General Chinese Chamber of Commerce, 


According to a count taken by the police depart- | 


ment there are at present but ten automobiles and 
fourteen motor cars in Canton, but that with the 


opening of the new highways there will soon be many 
more. 


The British American Tobacco Company has sent 
four students from Canton to the United States to study. 
After completion of their term, the graduates will be 


offered positions in the company, if they see fit to 
accept. 


Rice smuggling is again raging in the Canton 
district, for export in Hongkong and other places where 
the price of rice is much higher. Many officials are 


smuggling ricé through the agency of government 
gunboats. 


The Hongkong Shipping strike was called off by 
the China Coast Officers on December 21, following 
the receipt of a letter from the Shipowners Protection 
Association accepting arbitration on terms offered by 
the guild. 

Dr. Wong Chung Yick has been engaged as 
medical professor at the Hongkong University. His 
name appeared first in the list of successful candidates 
for the professorship, at an examination recently held 
in London. : 

The Administrative Council of the military 
government, in reply to a telegram from Premier Chin 
Yun-peng of Peking, asked if the North wants peace 
why not replace Wang I-tang as the North’s Chief 
Peace Delegate. 

Chengtu advices report that there is serious 
trouble between General Tang Chi-yao of Yunnan 
and General Hsiung Keh-Wu of Szechuan over the 
stationing of Yunnan troops in Szechuan territory at 
the expense of the Chengtu treasury. 

The Chinese Benevolent Association of Mexico 
has cabled to the Military government through the 
Canton Times, their protest against the Foochow 
affair saying: ‘“ Unite and fight for integrity. Die 
rather than surrender, We are backing you.” 

Senator Lo Sun, chief secretary to the Southern 
Peace Delegation at Shanghai, arrived in Canton recently 
to report on the work of the remaining Southern peace 
delegates there, and at the same time to attend the Con- 
stitutional Convention, of which he is a member. 

General Lan Tien-wei writes to the Administra- 
tive directors at Canton recommending that the 
historical founder of the Chinese nation, Huangti, 
should be cannonized in the constitution and elevated 


to the exalted position as head of the national religion. 
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Military Governor Tan Chi-yao of Yunnan, has 
sent two of his trusted aids to the South Seas for the 
purpose of interesting rich Chinese overseas to supply 
the capital or get themselves interested in the develop- 
ment of the mines of which Yunnan province is said 
to be the richest in China. 

The military government has instructed the 
Commissioner for Foreign Affairs and Superintendent of 
Customs to take up negotiations with the Portuguese 
authorities at Macao regarding the reclamation of tide 


lands at Green Island and the making of boundaries . 


between Chinese and Portuguese territories. 
General Ma Chai, director of the Canton 


‘Arsenal, was attacked by a bomb thrower on December 


20, as he was proceeding on his way to pay a call on 
the Military Governor. The bomb exploded but did 
not hurt the general. The criminal continues at large. 
A $3,000 reward has been offered for his arrest. 

. Two hundred and fifty of the well-known women 
of Canton met on December 23, in Tien Ma Hong 
Street, Canton, and decided to organize a women’s 
council in this city. Mrs. Chau Hsien, presided over 
the meeting. It was decided to demand greater power 
and more opportunity for the women of the nation. 

A big interscholastic field meet, the first of the 
kind outside Kwangchow circuit, will take place in 
Shiukwan during January 16,17 and 18,1920. Eight 
hundred student athletes will participate as well as five 
hundred soldiers of General Li Kan-yuen, commanders 
of the Yunnan troops in Shiukwan, who has contributed 
$1,000 for the expenses. 

The Canton Press Association reports that a draft 
agreement for the construction of a railroad between 
Chungking, Szechuan and Liuchowfu, Kwangsi, was 
signed several months ago at Shanghai by Chao 
Shih-chin, representative of the Chinese Overseas 
Industrial Company and Wong Po-chun, official 
representative of Kweichow province. The project 
has been approved of by the provincial assemblies of 
the three provinces affected. The new venture is 
reported to be capitalized at $20,000,000. )

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Mr. Kan Chiv-nen

Mr. Kan Chiu-nan, one of China's captains of industry 
and philanthropists, at Shanghai, was born in Liyung of 
the City of Nanhai, Kwangtung in 7872. Asa youth he 
was clever and amiable and was rich with commercial 
instincts. When yet a boy of 73 he lost his father, who 
left behind him a widow and five children. Determined 
to support his niother and brothers even at his young age, 
he found employment with commercial interests to enable 
him to make a sivelihood. At17,he went toJapan. At 
first he dealt in marine products and drugs. Later, he 
went to Saigon and Annam and carried on business in 
cotton and provisions. Through his great shrewdness, he 
succeeded in every transaction. 

Mr. Kan then returned to Japan and established the 
Shun Tai Steam Navigation Co., which was capitalised 
at first for only $3,000. The vessels were leased. Bust- 
ness expanded and the number of boats increased from 
one to five. An additional vessel was purchased and the 
service of the company was greatly enlarged. Ina few 
years, the amount of capital of the company had increased 
from $3,000 to several hundred thousand. 

In the year 1906, Mr. Kan and several friends of his 
came back to China and inaugurated the Nanyang Tobacco 
Co. Asa result, Mr. Kan was unable to look after the 
Shun Tai Navigation Company in Japan. The Canton 
Maru, owned by the company, went aground shorily after 
his departure. 

The newly established Nanyang Tobacco Company 
was capitalised at $100,000, Inside two years, the entire 
amount of the capital was exhausted and Mr. Kan and his 
brothers bought out the company. The name df the com- 
pany was changed into the Nanyang Brothers’ Tobacco 
Co., to carry on the business of the old partnership.

The business met with success and failure in succes- 
sion, but Mr, Kan was determined to improve the outputs 
and in the first year of the Republic, the balance sheet 
showed a slight profit for the first time. From then on, 
the profit increased year by year. In the fourth year of 
the Republic, the company was registered with the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Commerce as a limited company with 
a capitalisation of $7,000,000, In 1918, the company was 
again registered as a limited company with a capital of 
£5,000,000, The two factories of the company in Shanghai 
and Hongkong each gave employment to over 10,000 mill- 
hands daily. 

Purchasing stations and godowns have been estab- 
lished in Fengyang, Anhui, and Weihsien, Shantung. 
The country producers are being taught to improve their 
outputs and select their plots for the cultivation of the 
tobacco leaves. Business of the company expanded in

Mr. Ponson C. Chu, the noted Chinese attorney, is a 
graduate of Yale in political science and law in the class of 
1909. He was born in Shanghai, 1885 and received his 
early college training at St. $ohn’s University, 1897 to 
1904. He was married in 1902. 

In September 1904, he arrived in America and pre- 

pared for college at the Central High School, Washington, 
D. C. In the following year he entered Yale, where the 
degree of B. A. was conferred on him in 1909. He was 
one of the most popular students on the Yale campus and 
was president of the Yale Chinese Students’ Club and 
secretary of the Cosmopolitan Club at Yale in 1908. He 
was also manager of the Chinese Students’ Monthly in the 
same year. 
_ In the fall of 1909, Mr. Chu returned to China by 
way of Europe. In 1910, he passed the Imperial Ministry 
Examination for returned students and the degree of “ Chu 
Fen” (M. A.) was given him by the Ta Ching govern- 
ment. | 

In May 1911, he passed the Imperial Palace Ex- 
amination for civil service. Among the 400 candidates, he 
came out the eighteenth. By an imperial edict, he was 
appointed Senior Secretary of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Industry and Commerce, from which office he resigned when 
the first revolution broke out in Wuchang. 

Returning to Shanghai, Mr. Chu was appointed 
Commissioner of Education of Chapei and elected member

New Year Dinner of World’s Chinese Students’ 
Federation 

A very large and representative gathering attended 
the New Year’s Dinner of the Word’s Chinese Students’ 
Federation held on January 1, at the former German 
Club, Dr. T. H. Lee presided. Dr. Sun Yat-sen sent a 
message expressing his regret that an attack of influenza 
made his absence unavoidable.

He believed that the 
fact of several hundred persons gathering together at a 
social function on New Year’s Day was proof that the 
spirit of brotherhood has much'advanced in social China. 

When the dinner was over Miss Eling Tong 
delighted the audience with music on the piano and 
this was followed by two songs by Miss Grace Yang 
and Dr. Samuel E. Chiu respectively, both of which 
were warmly applauded. 

Mr. Chev Z. Volpicelli, Consul-General for Italy, 
gave a lengthy address in English followed by some 
remarks in mandarin. After referring to his long stay 
in China and his interest in China’s welfare the veteran 
speaker drew a vivid world picture of the life and poetic 
achievements of Italy’s poet of world celebrity, Dante. 
He founda number of instances where similarities existed 
between the career of Dante and that of the great Chinese 
sage Confucius. Mr. Volpicelli explained the character 
of Dante’s comedy and hoped that a Chinese translation 
might soon be published. A number of paintings done 
by a famous Freach artist illustrating Hell purgatorio 
etc. were screened. The address was listened to with 
great interest. 

A series of moving pictures was screened showing 
life in a Chinese kindergarten established by Com- 
mercial Press, Ltd., who prepared the files.

Aero Club to be Organized in China 


The formation of an Aero Club of China is being 
arranged at Peking through the Commission for the 


‘First Round the World Aerial Derby, which is now 


in Shanghai. The commission consists of Louis D. 
Beaumont, governor of the Aero Club of America 
and Vice-president of the Aerial League of America, 
president, Major Charles J. Glidden, formerly of the 
United States Army Aviation Section, executive 
secretary, and Benjamin Hillman, treasurer. 

The organization of the club in Peking will be 
followed by the formation of clubs in Shanghai, 
Canton and the larger cities of China. When formed 


the societies will be affiliated with the Federation 


Aeronatige International which represents all of the 
aero clubs of the world. 

China offers a greater opportunity for the 
development of aviation than any other country in 
the world, according to Major Glidden, because of 
of its vast area, its limited railway facilities and its 
rapid growth. Major Glidden advocates the use of 
dirigibles capable of carrying 400,000 pounds and the 
pony dirigibles, which are simply operated and will 
—o four or five persons at a speed of fifty miles an 

our. 

The derby commission, which has come to China 
from the United States by way of Hawaii and Japan, | 
has placed Shanghai on the route of the round the 
world air derby, which they are now. mapping out, . 
and are endeavoring to obtain at least one entry from — 
the city. Offers have been made to several Americans | 
who saw service in the aviation corps of the American | 
Army before coming to China. The commission is 
not interested in aircraft manufacturing but is work- 
ing to create a world wide interest in aeronautics and 
air travel, the building of safe landing fields and air 
ports and the collecting of data to assist those 
interested in establishing aerial lines throughout the 
world. The derby for which prizes amounting to ~ 
$100,000 will be offered, is being organized by the 
Club of America and the Aerial League of America. 


The members of the commission were the guests 
of the Shanghai Rotary Chib at their weekly tiffin at 
the Cafe Parisien, Thursday, and of the American 
University Club on Friday at the Carlton Cafe. 
Members of the American Chamber of Commerce 
were guests of the University Club at the Friday 
tiffin. At both meetings the members of the com- 
mission explained the formation of the world derby 
and of the aero clubs in China.

The illustrations on this page were tal:en at the College of Agriculture and Forestry of Nanking 
University, Nanking, China during the recent demonstration of American plows which have been. 
especially adapted for agricultural work in China. The plows were donated to the University by the 
Eastern International Corporation and the American Trading Company of Shanghai. Although the 
weather was disagreeable, more than 200 prominent Chinese business men and officials attended the 
demonstration and were highly pleased at the enterprise of the American firms and also of the University 
in combining to improve agricultural conditions in China. Among the Chinese officials present were the 
commissioner of police, the commissioner of industry and personal representatives of Governor Li Shun, 
Military Governor of Kiangsu, and of the Civil Governor. In addition there were a number of the 
Nanking Gentry, students of the University and farmers at the demonstration. | 

The general verdict was strongly in favor of the foreign plow. It was a better constructed, more 
useable, and efficient product than the native plow. Two types of plows were used, the first with a 
wooden handle and beam, and the second of iron and steel construction throughout. The former weighed 
27 catties and the latter 39 cattjies, as against 37 and 45 catties for two Chinese plows used,;in the 


demonstration. They are modern plows in 
every respect. The one-handle feature gives 
them the appearance of the Chinese plow 
and makes the Chinese feel at home with’ 
them. They plough deeper, and with a 
lighter pull, and are easier to manipulate 
than the heavy Chinese plow. The plows 
are in every way adapted to Chinese farm- 
ing conditions, and their general introduc- 
tion could not be considered other than 
an improvement inChinese agriculture. 

The picture alongside shows the four 
plows used in the recent demonstration. 
From left to right, the first plow is the 
wooden beam and handle “Kentucky Pony” 
plow, 27 catties in weight; the second is a 
Chinese plow, 37 catties in weight; the 
third is the “ Mow Sung ” plow of iron and 
steel construction througout, weight 39 
catties; the fourth is a Chinese plow, 45 
catties in weight. 

The other picture shows the demon- 
strator lecturing about the plow, just before 
the actual ploughing was done. 

Prof. John H. Reisner, dean of the 
College of Agriculture and Forestry has 
prepared an illustrated bulletin dealing with 
the demonstration that will be sent free to 
persons interested.

Chinese Seek Representation on Shanghai 
Municipal Council 
The growing agitation among the Chinese resid- 


ents of the International Settlement of Shanghai for 
representation on the Municipal Council took definite 


. form this week during the last days preceding the 


collection of taxes. On Monday a delegation compos- 


ed of C.C. Nieh, representing the Chinese Chamber of. 


Commerce, Sung Han-chang, the Bank of China, 


David Z. T. Yui, general secretary of the Chinese. 


Y. M. C. A., Dr. F.C. Tong, president of the Shanghai 
Commercial Federation, ChenChi-ming, president, and 


Cheng Fu-sung and Yu Kuo-ming, vice-presidents 


of the Shanghai Shopkeepers League and Wang Chai- 
yang, chairman of the Nanking Road Street Union, 
called‘on J. W. Jamieson, British Consul-General, by 
request to confer with him on the issue. Consul- 
General Jamieson reopened the proposal of 1919 for 
two Chinese advisers to the Municipal finance com- 
mittee and suggested that a committee of Chinese and 
foreigners be appointed to devise a means whereby 
a Chinese electors roll may be established. 


The Chinese delegation felt that the request of 
Consul-General Jamieson for a conference was in 
violation of the Yankingpang Agreement which 
states that any revision of the agreement should be 
made by the toreign consuls and the local Chinese 
authorities. The request was not made through the 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs and the Doyen of the 
Consular Body was not: present at the confernce. 
On Tuesday morning counter proposals were submit- 
ted to Consul-General Jamieson asking the appoint- 
ment of a committee of six Chinese and six 
foreigners the latter appointed by the Municipal 
Council, which should be consulted on all measures 
specifically relating to the Chinese of the Interaa- 
tional Settlement; and a second rejecting the pro- 
posal to submit the question to a ratepayers meeting 
and the advocation of a revision of the Yankingpang 
Agreement by the committee appointed with the 
provision that this revised agreement be submitted 
by the end of three months to the Consular Body 
through the proper Chinese officials for action. 


At a meeting of the Municipal Council on 
Wednesday, a letter wis presented signed by 10,000 
shopkeepers on forty streets asking that a Chinese 
advisory committee of six be appointed to advise the 


municipal body on general affairs, especially where 


Chinese interests are involved, as a measure of 
temporary relief. The letter, which was signed first 
by Chu Pao-san, chairman of the General Chamber 
of Commerce, concluded that the Chinese 
ratepayers hoped that the advisory committee would 
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be able to begin functioning soon and that in the 
meantime, the native bodies would continue to devise 
a means whereby the fundemental principle of tax- 
tion with representation could be fully realized to 
the satisfaction of the now unrepresented ratepayers. 


The Council at the Wednesday meeting made 
public a letter addressed to D. Siffert, senior member 
of the consular body and Consul-General for 
Belgium, written on October 24, which said that the 
Municipal Council had voted unanimously against 
Chinese representation on the Council under any 
consideration but favored the creation of a Chinese 
advisory board or committee with the provision that 
its meeting be held in the Council’s offices, that 
its membership consist. of five to be nominated 
annually by the Chinese, that the nominations 
be subject to the veto of the Consular Body, 
that a residence of five years be required, that 
during this five years preceding nomination that they 
shall have paid an average on an assessed rental of 
not less than Tls. 1,200 per annum, that the nominees 
shall not be officials of the Chinese government nor 
accept a governmental office during their term of 
service and finally that the functions of the committee 
be limited to clause 4 of the Settlement Extension 
Draft Agreement of 1915. The clause referred to 1s 
one passed by the ratepayers in I915 granting the 
establishment of a Chinese advisory board to the 
Council, with regard to the extension of the settlement 
which is still in abeyance. The Council letter 
concluded by announcing their decision to submit 
the proposition to the ratepayers in March or 
April of 1920 of appointing a Chinese advisory — 
committee. The Council stated that it beiieved 
that the abolition of extraterritoriality was at the | 
bottom of the Chinese demands for representation. | 


It was stated officially that the Chinese leaders | 
would not be satisfied with the decision of a ratepay- 
ers meeting, fearing the solid Japanese vote which 
was so obvious in the censorship regulations, and 
will address a letter direct to the Consular Body 
urging that other means be employed to decide the 
issue. 

Current rumors of a strike of the Chinese shop- 
keepers which were prevalent through the week 
were vigorously denied by the Chinese leaders who 
stated that no such move was contemplated. They 
stated the rumor had originated with foreigners and 


- protested against such statements which might have 


been taken literally by shopkeepers not in direct touch 
with the situation. This was prevented, however, 
they state, by the Union of Street Committees who 
informed the shopkeepers of the origin of the rumor 
and of the fact that it was false. 

The situation stands at present undecided and 
tense. The counter proposals have been submitted 
through the Bureau of Foreign Affairs to the proper 
officials and it is said that if no reply of a favorable 


nature is received no taxes will be paid by the 
Chinese. 


Customs Surrounding the 


Birth of Chinese Children 


BY MISS L, 0. FONG 
The difference in customs is as great as the 
difference in dialect throughout China, The following 
paragraphs are only general customs concerning a 
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child’s birth in the provinces of Kiangsu and Chekiang. 
Even in these two provinces there are variations. 

When a home is expecting to have its first baby 
every one is busy making preparatiops. According to 
custom the wife’s family is to provide a certain amount 
of baby clothes, shoes and caps. In rich families they 
usually supply everything for the child for five or ten 
years. The wife will be looked down upon by her 
husband’s people if her own family is not rich enough 
to offer plenty of clothes. 

The egg vender always has a good bargain at the 
birth of a baby. Three days after the child’s birth 
the family present red boiled eggs to relatives, friends 
and neighbors. Sometimes two thousand eggs or even 
more are given away. Ihe eggs are first cooked in 
boiling water, then dipped into red dye mixed with 
vinegar and water. The presentation of red eggs is a 
token that the family hopes that their children will be 
as numerous as the eggs. 

Seven days after the child is to ask blessing. 
On the table beside the bed are two lighted red 
candles on candle sticks, Some one takes the little 
infant and performs the ceremony by bowing toward 
the bed. One of the most interesting things is the 
locket. It is made of gold, silver and jade. On it 
are the words “long life and riches.” One way of 
preserving the child’s life is by the use of a dress made 
of small pieces of different colored cloth given by the 
neighbors. The child is safe from harm because this 
dress keeps away evil spirits. 

_ If a boy is born in a home they will treat him as 
a girl. They bore a hole in his left ear for an ear ring. 
If it is a girl they will dress her up as a boy. Some- 
times girls wear boy’s clothes until they are twelve or 
fourteen years old. This disguise in costume makes it 
easier for the child to develop. 

When the child is a month old the family will 
give a feast known as the “shaving feast.’”? The 
child is shaved on this day. The hair is all shaved off 
except the part in front in the shape of a peach. The 
barber while shaving must say something good about 
the child’s future if he wants a handsome payment. 

Sickness always occurs toa baby. If the child 
is very sick the mother will go to a temple and make 
promises that if the Gods allow her child to live she 
will consecrate his life to their service as a monk. 
Sometimes the children die but most of them live and 
later become monks unwillingly. 

Soon comes the child’s birthday “ Mien” and 
noodles is the chief thing served on this day. Servants 
are sent out, taking baskets full of “ Mien”’ to friends 
and relatives. Some family gives a feast on this day. 
The house is very noisy with music or story telling. 

After this birthday party, no special thing happens 
until the child is ten years old. This tenth birthday 
is always a great celebration.

given to these people the most advanced and enlightened 
system of public elementary instruction anywhere in 
the world—a most brilliant achievement; (5) that the 
United States, including its insular possessions, has a 
greater Pacific coast line than has any other nation and 
probably as great as Japan and China combined; (6 

that the first foreign consul to China was commissione 

by George Washington in 1784, and that the Ameri-

East. The greatest single factor in the Far East is 


China, which possesses a territory more extensive than 
that of the United States and a population nearly four 
times as great. The entire population of South 
America is only one-seventh that of China, whose 
people are homogeneous and civilized. Three-fifths of 
the Chinese people speak practically one dialect, Man- 
darin, and the educated poeple of the other two-fifths 
are becoming familiar with Mandarin. Railways and 
modern public schools are eliminating dialectic differ- 
ences. Foreign business men in China used to depend 
almost entirely upon their compradore and had very 
little direct contact with other Chinese. The day of 
complete dependence upon compradores and interpreters 
is gradually giving way to the time when every live 
foreign firm in China will have men of its own 
nationality capable of dealing direct with the Chinese 
in their own language. Furthermore, foreigners are 
traveling more each year into the interior and buying 
from and selling directly to the trade. The Germans 
before the war made much headway in trade in China 
because of their energy in learning the language of the 
people and seeking direct trade relations. German 
buyers of hides in Central China were able to purchase 
their goods 1§ per cent cheaper than were buyers of 
other nationalities, who purchased through five sets of 
middlemen, so I am informed. Germen dye merchants 
learned Chinese and thereby hastened the substitution, 
by the Chinese, of synthetic indigo for the natural dye, 
creating a trade worth $10,000,000 'a year for German 
indigo. 


Danger in Mongolian Experiment.

There is a danger of unprecedented gravity from 
which public attention may be diverted on account of 
the critical diplomatic situation. This danger is Hsu 
Shu-tseng (Little Hsu) in his new sphere of influence.

This, no doubt, he 
is determined to do in view of his agitation for in- 
creasing his frontier defence forces in addition to 
other games in which he has scored since his recent 
return to the capital. One word more. Let us bear in 
mind that in dealing with this grave development, 
delay is as dangerous as neglect. 


Japan and the Negotiations Over the Foochow 
Incident 
the “Sin Wan (Chinese) 

Japan is evading the real issue in the Foochow 
controversy, when she insists on tracing the cause of 
the outrage, rather than facing the facts of the case. 
By “cause,” Japan undoubtedly means the boycott 
movement. The Japanese authorities will surely main- 
tain that without the boycott, there would. have been 
no Foochow incident. We will not dwell on the 
inconsistency of this argument, for everybody knows 
that a boycott violates no law, being simply a matter of 
personal freedom of action, while the part the Japanese 
took in the Foochow outrage violates not only inter- 
national law, but both the civil and criminal laws of 
China as well. If Japan wants to trace the origin of 
the Foochow incident, we too can trace the origin of 
the boycott. Why do the Chinese agitate and boycott 
Japanese goods? Has Japan ever tried to ascertain 
the reason? The origin of the boycott goes back to 
the Twenty-One Demands, the rape of Shantung, the 
problem of Southern Manchuria, the record of Korean 


Annexation, the economic imperialistic policy of the 
Japanese government, and other Japanese aggressive 
policies that have been imposed on China in years 
past. If the Japanese delegates insist on connecting 
the boycott with the Foochow outrage, the Peking 
government must not fail to recall the above men- 
tioned controversies? : 


Some Effects of the Boycott 
From the ‘‘Chung Hua Hiin Pao’’ ( Chines) 

In ordinary times, the people showed no objection 
to stores dealing specially in Japanese goods. But in 
these times of high feeling, and of boycott, such stores 
must be looked upon as unpatriotic in the eyes of the 
community. It is hard on these traders to have their 
business cut off. They, being Chinese, would like to 
be as patriotic as their fellow citizens. But at the same 
time, they have so much material interests in their 
stores. They invested their capital in these stores, 
before the boycott was started, and they have big 
financial interests in the goods in stock for them to 
discontinue business altogether. In some cases, the 
sacrifice is so considerable that it would mean the loss 
of their entire fortune. All this is unfortunately can 
do nothing to help the traders but give them sympathy. 
The only way to save these traders would be for 
capitalists to buy up these stores, furnish the traders 
with money to start national industries along the 
respective lines of goods they have handled, In this 
way, national industries will be developed and the 
traders will be saved from financial disaster. One act 
will yield two benefits—.why are there no capitalists 
forthcoming among the public to initiate the movement,

But it must at the 
same time formulate a definite policy to avoid diplomatic 
defeat, otherwise the warning given will be nothing but 
a death warrant to the people. If the people are not 
allowed totake part in diplomatic affairs, then the 
government must take the full responsibility for the 
controversy, and pursue the task seriously and take 
vigorous measures. The people are not willing meekly 
to suffer a diplomatic defeat without protest and 
demonstration. The people are not anxious to mix up 
in affairs of state but if they refrain from interfering, 
will the government do its duty, and do it efficiently 
and effectively ? 


Japan’s Illegal Army at Hankow 
‘From the “Min Kuo Fik Pao*’ ( Chinese) 
-The Japanese authorities at Hankow have com- 


plained that China does not respect Japan’s honor, 


because the Chinese authorities of Kiangsu Province 
refuse to sell rice to supply the Japanese troops at 
Hankow. On the surface, it seems right for Japan 
to complain ; especially in these days of talk of mutual 
friendship between China and Japan, which Japan is 
sedulously preaching. But when we look-at the other 
side, where is China’s honor? Hankow is Chinese 
territory. Does the presence of Japanese soldiers at 
Hankow impair China’s honor? If Japanese authori- 
ties would take the trouble to look up international law, 
they would probably realize that to station soldiers 
in the territory of another country is a blow to the 
honor of that country far more than mere refusal to 


sell rice. Will the Japanese look up the obligations of 
International law ?

Opium Growing in Fukien Province. 
Epitor, MiLiarp’s Review : 


Dear Sir: The eyes of the Chinese as well as 
those of their friends are turned constantly towards 
the menace that is from without. That menace is a 
grave one and itis right that it should receive much 
attention. Nevertheless we the friends of China 
should help them to see the menace that is within for 
if there was no inner danger there would be nothing 


without to fear. 


Recently the writer had occasion to travel thru 
the Counties of Yungchun, Tehwa and Tatien in the 
Fukien Province. Throughout those counties he found 
that officers had called upon the head, men of the 
villages and informed them of the number of mow 
their village would be expected to plant in poppy this 
winter, At the same time these village elders were 
furnished with the poppy seed for the planting. A tax 
was levied in advance upon the acreage to be planted. 
This is clearly a move for revenue purposes. The 
people of those counties have been reduced Sto dire 
straits by the fighting that has been going on there for 
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a number of years and by the numerous levies made 
upon them for the support of troops. None of the 
villagers seem tobe anxious to plant poppy for they 
know full well that the profits will be collected from 
them by the government in the form of assessments 
upon the crop. In some sections the farmers offered to 
pay the seed tax but asked to be excused from plant- 
ing. They were informed that this would not do but 
that the poppy must be planted, 

On inquiry it was ascertained that the same pro- 
ceedure has been taken in the county of Yungan | 
which adjoins Tatien. Of course publicly the 
officials proclaim that they must suppress the illegal 
trafic but secretly their* agents are forcing the 
farmers to plant. The government of the above 
counties pass under the name of the Southern govern- 
ment. It is hard to believe that they represent the 
South yet the South seems to have recognized these 
officials. It is unthinkable that the Southern govern- 
ment, knows this condition exists. The South 
professes to be fighting to maintain the constitution 
and the liberties of the people. To permit those 
whom she recognizes as her officials to prosecute this 
illegal traffic is to sign the death warrent of countless 
multitudes or to throw them into the most hopless 
slavery such as could in no wise be imposed upon 
China by outside powers. 

For a number of years China has made a brave 
fight to throw off the opium curse. The pale emaciated — 
face of the opium smoker has become a less common > 
sight in the land. But with the wholesale production 
of opium that sight will again become common. If | 
this is to be allowed for revenue purposes then it 
should be recognized that the price is the enslavement | 
of myriads of the people.

_ Japan’s Critical Industrial 


Situation 


APAN is on the eve of an industrial revolution, 

Beneath her superficial calm, dynamic forces are 

at work that may at any moment break out and over- 
turn Japan’s social and industrial organization. 

What form is this inevitable labor upheaval going 
to take? Will it follow the conservative trade union 
methods of the American Federation of Labor? Will 
it take the political form of the British labor movement, 
or will it follow the course of least resistance—sabotage 
and syndicalism and develop into a rampant Bolshevism, 
exceeding even the violence and bitterness of the 
Russian Revolution ? 

This is the problem that is to-day confronting the 
student of Far Eastern affairs. It remains to be seen 


whether the statesman—Japan’s professional politicians 
—are wise and big enough to control this powerful 
awakening movement. 

Japan is the only one of what are conceded to be 
the advanced nations, where labor unions are forbidden 
by law. A labor organizer and agitator of the mild 
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type of Samuel Gompers would be imprisoned by the 
police on the charge of spreading “dangerous thoughts.” 
With the sensational rise in the cost of the laborer’s 


barest necessities—-food, clothing and shelter have. 


jumped nearly 400 per cent since 1913), the industrial 
population of Japan was faced with a dilemma for which 
the “* kindness principle’ which had always marked the 
relations of employer and employee, offered no im- 
mediate sclution. 

And in the land where the word “ strike’ was not 
even in the vocabulary, there occurred in 1915, 1916 
and 1917 spontaneous risings by factory workers with 
clearly defined demands for increases of wages and the 
shortening of hours, (principally the former). Without 
any definite forms of cooperation or organization these 
incidents increased until the fatal “rice riots” of 
August 1918, which people who know whereof they 
speak, claim, could have easily turned intoa revolution 
and the overthrow of the japanese monarchy, had 
there been an articulate leader—a Lenine or Trotsky 
that could have focussed the people’s demands. 


In spite of the bitterest persecution by the police 
authorities of the few revolutionary spirits who spoke 
for the right of labor to organize and bargain collec- 
tively, the number of strikes increased to an alarming 
degree and in the spring and summer of 1919 even 
spread to government arsenals, naval yards, the principal 
copper mines and to most of the monopolistic enter- 
prises like the tramway systems and the tobacco 
monopoly. 

The undisguised government intimidation of 
strikers and more particularly of their spokesmen, has 
given a novel twist to the struggle between Labor and 
Capitalin the Japanese Kingdom. Balked and hounded 
by the police, if they threw down their tools and walked 
out of the shop, they have without the assistance of 
I. W, W.’s, Bolshevik outsiders,” or dangerous 
thinkers ’’ evolved the idea of securing their demands 
by making non-compliance with their request more 
costly and even ruinous to their e.nployer. 


And so it has come about that a new word has 
been coined in tbe Japanese language—* Go Slow.”’ 
And it will have to be admitted that the Nipponese 
worker forced by circumstances has suddenly become 
a past master atthe art of making the “Go Slow” 
process a more effective weapon than the out and out 
strike. The expert lathe hand spoils a costly job by 
a “mistake.”” The riveters who had done their work 
perfectly for years acquire a most remarkable knack 


for putting the wrong rivet in the right place. The 


carpenters seem to lose al! skill they ever possessed 
with their tools. Even the ignorant coolies devise a 
most igenious method of carrying a load of material 
three time around the block in order to bring it across 
the street. | 7 

The above is not the idle fancy of the writer. It 
was what actually took place for the first time in the 
history of Japan at the Kawasaki Dockyards, one 
of the largest shipbuilding establishments in the 
Orient where the workers were receiving anywhere 
from 18to 40 Yen per month. (A Yen is §0 cents 
U.S.) The 18,000 seemingly unorganized employees, 
presented a petition to the president asking for a 50 


per cent increase in their wages, the immediate pay- 


ment of along overdue bonus, a further bonus to be paid 
every six months and decent sanitary accomodations 
and dining rooms to be furnished by the company.

President Kojiro Matsukata, a well educated man 
and conceded to be one of the greatest industrialists in 
the country, made half-hearted replies to the last three of 
the above demands but completely ignored the request 
for the 50 per cent increase in wages. The **Go Slow” 
strike which had been decided upon beforehand by the 
men, followed and President Matsukata was dumb- 
founded and overwhelmed by this unexpected master 
stroke on the part of his usually humble slaves. . The 
police were called in, the courts were appealed to for 
assistance, the ringleaders were arrested, the men were 
lectured, coerced and bullied and finally the company 
played its trump card——the lockout. 

But with ships on the way which had to be 
delivered in contract time, these tactics were found of 
no avail and within ten days of the beginning of the 
strike, the company conceded to the demands of the 
workers practically in their entirety. | 

This strike was no sooner settled than another 
one along similar lines broke out in the Osaka [ron 
‘Works, another of the big shipbuilding companies. 
The struggle was short and decisive with the workers 


completely victorious. 


The menace for Japanese industry in this novel 
situation lies in the mob spirit and imitative character 
of the Japanese populace. Were the newspapers to 
maintain an absolute censorship about the development 
of these ** Go Slow ”’ strikes the news would neverthe- 
less spread thruout the Empire. And what was 
successful in Kobe or Osaka can be just as easily tried 
in Tokyo, Nagasaki or any other industria! center. 
And it is harderto drive an idea out of the mind of 
the Nipponese worker than it is to drive a new one in. 
Especially so when the idea the authorities are opposing 
is one that has demonstrated its potency to bring about 
quick results in the field where nothing had been so 
effective heretofore. . | 

_ And so the statesman and the businessman and the 
politicians “ big and small”’ are all putting their heads 
together and are looking for a panacea that will cure 
their accumulated ‘industrial ills. One of the most 
original of the many proposed schemes is one that’ has 
been discussed in Seiyukai circles. (The Seiyukai is the 


_ majority party at present in control of the Imperial Diet). 


It is proposed to place the entire industrial 
population on a working card license basis. Every 
worker at present employed is to be registered and 
given a card without which no employer is permitted 
to engage him. The police are to have complete records 
of all these registrations. If any worker or group of 
workers is caught fomenting disorder their work cards 
are to be immediately taken away from them and they 
shall be denied any future opportunity at industrial 
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occupation. Strikes and lockouts are to be prohibited 
by statute. 


No labor union in the western sense of the word 
is to be permitted but the workers in any factory may 
at any time individually or collectively petition to the 
judge of the local court district foran advance in wages, 
a reduction of hours or relief from any other grievance. 
The judge shall be authorized by the statutes, to 
impartially consider every appeal, shall be empowered 
to summon witnesses and call for any evidence desired. 
The decision of the court shall be binding on both 
sides and be effective from the day of the petition, but 
either side has the right to appeal to the next higher 
court, whose decision in the matter shall be final. 


Refusal to obey the court’s judgement, means the 
forfeit of his work card by the employee, whereas the 
employer’s noncompliance with the decision will be 
punished by debarring him from continuation in busi- 
ness. These in the main are the essential features of 
the plan, that is to be used to put an end to the 
turmoil caused by industrial unrest. By this simple 
process, strikes, lockouts, sabotage and all the attend- 
ant evils are to be banished forever from Japan. 


The question remaining is whether the workers 
of the country will suppinely submit to this paternal 
scheme of regulating their lives and incomes. 
Undoubtedly the proposal will have the support of the 
business interests of the country, who have nothing to 
lose by this measure and e¢verything to gain. What 
chance the workers will have of securing their demands 
can be gained from the fact that the judges of Japan are 
appointed by the government and the industrial masses 
are disenfranchised by a property qualification electoral 
law by which no more than fifteen percent of the adult 
male population can vote. 

The industrial situation becomes even more com- 
plicated when it is realized that Japan’s great asset in 
industrial competiticn is her abundance of cheap labor. 
If her workers can secure wages approximating those 
paid to British, French, German or even American 
labor, she is bound to lose most of the markets she 
captured during the war. High wages, difficulty of 
obtaining raw materials and a low industrial efficiency 
are stumbling blocks in Japan’s path that will bring 
her face to face with the greatest crisis she has faced 
since the Restoration. Whether her statesmen, her 
politicians ‘* big and little”? and her industrialists will 
be able to find a way out of this maze is a question — 
which the next two years will definitely decide. And upon 
Japan’s satisfactory solution of her industrial as her 
political difficulties rests the entire peace of the Far East. 
It is the situation at home which is avowed by close 
students of Far Eastern affairs to be the real basis of 
all of the “ anti-’? movements of the Japanese. In 
order to turn the minds of the workers of the nation to 
other issues than their own immediate needs these 
anti-American, anti-British and anti-Bolshevik bugaboos | 
are being dangled before the eyes of the people to 
dazzle them with the prospects of future gain by the 
present party and administration in power, 

The aggressions in China, which are inevitable 
from the nature of the Japanese, have been given added 
impetus by the revolution of the working classes. 
Japanese expansion into Siberia has also been quickened 
by this internal turmoil. |

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The Port Charges at Shanghai 


According to a recent communication of H. G. 
Myhre, Harbor Master of Shanghai, the port charges 
of Shanghai are as follows: 

Shipping Dues : 
Tonnage dues : 

Craft of foreign build pay a dues to the 
government as follows. 

Under 150 tons register—1 mace per ton reg. 

These dues are paid every four calendar months 
at the port where the vessel is at the time they become 
due, and after payment the vessel may make use of 
any port in China for a period of four months. 
Whangpoo Conservancy: 

At Shanghai there is a Conservancy tax of 3% 
of Customs duty on the vessels cargo. 


Mooring Charges : 

As to mooring expenses no charges are made at 
the vessel moors’ in the stream with her own anchors 
but vessels other than those belonging to the shipping 
companies having their own head-and-stern mooring, 
are charged (by the owners) for the use of such moor- 
ings, on the following scale—

Morgan and Company Deny Combination With 
Japanese to Exploit Oriental Resources 


The statement that the J. P. Morgan and Com- 
pany, one of the largest banking and financial organiz- 
ations in the United States, had combined with financial 
and industrial interests in Japan for the exploitation 
and economic penetration of the Orient in general and 
of Siberia, Manchuria, China and Mongolia in par- 


ticular, which was made by Tatsuya Kato, director of 


the Manchurian Railway and of the South Manchuria 


Mining Company, recently in San Francisco, and was 


printed in a recent isssue of the Review, has been 
denied by a member of the firm of Morgan and Com- 
pany. 
The denial, which follows, was made in the 
Boston Financial Newspaper of America, in the issue 
of November 1, 1919: 

“A member of the firm of J. P. Morgan and 
Company yesterday denied the report from San 
Francisco that a group of American financiers had 
combined with Japanese interest for the development 
of the resources of China, Siberia, Manchuria and 
Mongolia. | 

“¢ The Morgan Company,” he said, “ is in no 
way connected with any private enterprise in the 
development of Chinese or Siberian resources.” 

Kato in his statement declared that the arrange- 
ment had been made through Thomas Lamont and J. 


of six months. He also asserted that the corporation 
perfected would do away at once with any misunder- 
standing that might exist among American financiers 
regarding the motives of Japan, particularly with 
regard to the disposal of Shantung. 


Commercial and Financial Notes 


Foreign trade through Seattle for the first eight 
months of 1919 reached the sum of $327,385,454, 
according to the figuresof the United States Custom 
Collector. 

A steady increase in gross production has marked 
the easing of the strike situation in the steel trade, 
according to a recent issue of the New York Journal 


of Commerce. Steel is being absorbed, however, as 


fast as it is produced. The finished steel market is 
said to be heavily over sold in the United States with 
orders until March,-1920. 


Japan experienced the worst trade year in 1919 
since the beginning of the war in 1914, according toa 
recent report from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Commerce. Imports exceeded exports by approxima- 
tely 100,000,000 yen. ‘The Chinese boycott on Japa- 
nese goods is given as one of the prominent factors in 
the year’s trade reflecting on the decrease of exports. 


New York is planning the erection of fourteen 
piers of the sky-scraper type, at Jamaica Bay, according 
to a recent news dispatch. They are expected to out- 
rival the piers at Hamburg, Copenhagen and other 
European ports. The proposed docks are to be 2,000 
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feet long and five stories high, equipped with elevators 
and electric cranes for lifting cargo. The cost will be 
between three and four million dollars each. 


An extradordinary confirmatory meeting of share- 
holders of the Ewo Cotton Spinning and Weaving Co., 
Ltd., was held at the offices of the general managers, 
Jardine, Matheson and Company, Shanghai, Tuesday 
6. The object of the meeting was to submit to the 
shareholders for confirmation the special resolutions 
submitted to the extraordinary general meeting held on 
December 22, 1919. All resolutions submitted were 
confirmed. 

An extensive passenger service in which will be 
employed twenty-five former German steamers and 
twenty-six converted troop ships will be inaugurated 
by the United States Shipping Board, according toa 
recent announcement. The lines of travel will include 
the principal European ports, the Mediterranean, the 
East and West coasts of South America and the 
principal ports of the Far East. One departure in 
fitting will be the standard stateroom which will be 
equipped with beds instead of berths. 


The tenth annual general meeting of shareholders 
in the Ayer Tawah Rubber Plantation Co., Ltd., 
was held Tuesday afternoon, December 30, 1919, 
at the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce, 
Shanghai. L. J. Cubitt presided. Resolutions were 
adopted accepting the report and statement of accounts 
for year ending September 30, 1919, ordering the pay- 
ment of five per cent dividend on the issue share 
capital of the company, affirming the election of J. H. 
Teesdale as a director of the company, election of 
Thomas Cock as a director, and reelecting Lowe, 
Bingham and Matthews as auditors. 


The advertising advisory committee of the 
American Chamber of Commerce in London is devel- 
oping British-American reciprocity advertising 
information service, to supply exporters in either 
country with general information asto the marketing 
of their goods, the existing or potential demand, 
competition and other conditions in the other country. 
At present the committee is laying greater stress on 
the development of British trade in America because 
of the exchange situation. American manufacturers 
and advertising associations have joined the move- 
ment as well as similar organizations in England. 


The Wall Street Journal in the issue of November 
20, 1919, publishes under the caption of “ Industrial 
Companies Rich in Cashand Securities ” the following: 
“One hundred and four industrial companies (based 
on Dow Jones & Co’s tabulation of industrial expansion 
1915-18) show holdings of more than $2,000,000,cOo. 
of cash, Liberty Bonds and Treasury Certificates at 
the close of last year (1918). This total will no doubt 
show a further increase this year (1919).” Of these 
Companies the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co. (who 
have recently opened a branch office in Shanghai under 
the name of the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Export 
Co.) was second on the list of Companies showing 
holdings of $222,633,582. of cash, Liberty Bonds. etc. 
These 104 Companies in the four years(1915to 1918) 
increased their working capital, by $1,875,509,173-. 
and the surpplus of the four years ending December 
31, 1918 after paying dividends was $1,941,497,923. 
The price of the stocks of many Companies that con- 
tributed the greatest per centage to this total have 
advanced but very little.

where. He further states that he has paid taxes in 
Shanghai and has never voted in any other place. In 
the ong of any positive contrary showing we must 
segard this as sufficient to bring the case within the 
terms of the statute above quoted. 

Since the supposed second marriage was invalid it 
necessarily did not have the effect of changing the 
nationality of defendant who remained, as she had been, 
a Russian subject. If, therefore, the proceeding were 
im personam this court would not have jurisdiction, 
But the only specific relief sought is annulment of the 
marriage, it is merely a proceeding in rem and the court 
has jurisdiction, regardless of defendant’s nationality, 
to decree such annulment, tho not to award relief 


against her as to costs or otherwise. * 


The supposed marriage of January 12, 1919, 
between the parties ts accordingly considered and 
decreed to be wholly null and void and plaintiff is 
declared free from any obligations arising therefrom 
but liable for the costs of this action.
